TENSION:—To get these measurements it is absolutely 
necessary to work at a tension to produce l-\- stitches 
to the inch in width. Check tension — see page 17 . 

Instructions are written for smaller size A. Instructions 
for larger size B are written in brackets, thus [B—. . .]. 

THE FRONT.—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 122 
[B —130] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of 
row. 

Repeat 1st row forty-three times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —Knit plain. 

2nd row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, until work measures 
13 [B —14] ins. from commencement, ending with 
a purl row. 

Cast off 8 [B —8] sts. at beginning of each of next 2 
rows, then decrease once at each end of needle in next 
and every alternate row until 98 [B —106] sts. remain. 
Work 1 row without shaping. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.— K.54 [B —K.58], turn. 

2nd row. —Cast on 10 sts., purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. —Knit plain. 

4th row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Repeat 3rd and 4th rows, once. 

7th row. —K.47 [B —K.51], cast off 4 sts., K.6, cast 
off 4 sts., K.3. 

8th row. —K.l, P.2, cast on 4 sts., P.6, cast on 4 sts., 
purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, making a buttonhole 
as before, in every following 9th and 10th rows, until 
3 buttonholes have been worked. 

Work 3 rows without shaping. 

In next row, cast off 24 sts., purl to last st., K.l. 
Continue in plain, smooth fabric, decreasing once at 
neck edge in every row until 30 [B —34] sts. remain. 


Continue without shaping until work measures 19i 
[B —21- 2 ] ins. from commencement, ending with a 
plain row. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row. —Work to last 10 [B —11] sts., turn. 

2nd row. —Work to end of row. 

3rd row. —Work to last 20 [B —22] sts., turn. 

4th row. —Like 2nd row. Cast off. 

Join in wool at centre -front, cast on 20 sts., and work 
on remaining sts. to correspond with other side, omitting 
buttonholes. 

THE BACK. —Work exactly as given for Front, until 
armhole shapings have been completed (98 [B —106] 
sts.). 

Continue without shaping until armholes measure same 
as Front armholes. 

Shape for shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows. —Work to last 10 [B —1 1 ] sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows. —Work to last 20 [B —22] sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows. —Work to last 30 [B —34] sts., turn. 

7th row. —Work to end of row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES.— Using No. 1 2 Needles, cast on 56 
[B —60] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of 
row. 

Repeat 1st row thirty-five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —Knit plain. 

2nd row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, increasing once at each 
end of needle in 5th (7th row from ribbing) and every 
following 8 th row until there are 88 [B —94] sts. on 
needle. 

Continue without shaping until work measures 18} 
[B— 19-}] ins. (or length desired) from commencement. 
Decrease once at each end of needle in every row until 
28 [B —30] sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE COLLAR. —Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 90 
[B —110] stitches. 

1st row. —Knit plain. 

2nd row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, increasing once at 
each end of needle in next and every following 4th row 
until there are 102 [B —122] sts. on needle. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Decrease once at each end of needle in next and every 
following 4th row until 90 [B —110] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP JUMPER. —With a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up side, shoulder and 
sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing seam to seam. 
Turn under facings at neck-opening, and sew in position 
on wrong side. Using - 4 - of an inch seam, sew up ends 
of collar. Sew collar in position 4 sts. from front edges. 
Oversew buttonholes. Sew on buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes.

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

** 1st row.—* K.2, P.2, repeat from * to last 4 sts., 
K.2, P.1, K.l. 

Repeat 1st row three times. 

5th row.—K.l, * K.2, P.2, repeat from * to last 3 sts., 
K.3. 

6th row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, repeat from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.l. 

Repeat 5th and 6th rows once. 

9th row.—K.l, P.1, * K.2, P.2, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., K.2. 

Repeat 9th row three times. 

13th row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, repeat from * to last 3 
sts., P.2, K.l. 

14th row.—K.l, * K.2, P.2, repeat from * to last 3 
sts., K.3. 

Repeat 13th and 14th rows once. ** 

Repeat from ** to until work measures 91 LB— 
10*] [C—11 *] ins. from commencement, ending with 
wrong side of work facing. 

Cast off 7 sts. at beginning of each of next 2 rows, 
then decrease once at each end of needle in next and 
every alternate row until 74 [B—86] [C—98] sts. 
remain. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until work measures 
12* [B—14] [C—15] ins. from commencement, 
ending with wrong side of work facing. 


In next row, work 26 [B—32] [C—38] sts. in pattern, 
cast off 22 sts., work in pattern to end of row. 

Continue in pattern on last 26 [B—32] [C—38] sts., 
decreasing once at neck edge in every row [B and C— 
in every alternate row] until 22 [B—26] [C— 30] 
sts. remain. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until work measures 
13i [B—151] LC—171] ins. from commencement, 
ending at neck-edge. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row.—Work in pattern to last 1 1 [B—13] [C—15] 
sts., turn. 

2nd row.—Work in pattern to end of row. Cast off. 
Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 

THE BACK.—Work exactly as given for Front until 
armhole shapings have been completed (74 [B—86] 
[C—98] sts.). 

Continue in pattern without shaping until armholes 
measure same as Front armholes. 

Shape for shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Work in pattern to last 1 1 [B—13] 
[C—15] sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows.—Work in pattern to last 22 [B—26J 
[C—30] sts., turn. 

5th row.—Work in pattern to end of row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES.—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 48 
[B—56] [C—64] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of 
row. 

Repeat 1 st row nineteen times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, work in pattern as given from 
** to ** for Front, increasing once at each end of 
needle in 9th [B—11th] [C—13th] and every follow¬ 
ing 8th [B—10th] [C—12th] row, until there are 68 
[B—76] [C—84] sts. on needle. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until work measures 
12 [B—15] [C—17] ins. (or length desired) from 
commencement. 

Decrease once at each end of needle in every row until 
22 [B—26] [C—30] sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE NECK-BAND.—Sew up right shoulder seam. 
With right side of work facing, and using No. 12 

Needles, knit up 92 [B—98] [C—104] sts. evenly 
round neck. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row seven times. Cast off in rib. 

THE ARMHOLE BANDS (For Pullover without 
sleeves).—Sew up left shoulder seam. 

With right side of work facing, and using No. 12 

Needles, knit up 98 [B—104] [C—110] sts. evenly 
round armhole. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1 st row seven times. Cast off in rib. 

Work other Armhole Band in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP PULLOVER.—With a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up side, left shoulder 
and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing seam to 

seam. For Pullover Without Sleeves—Sew up side seams.

[B—72] [C—78] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of 
row. 

Repeat 1st row seventeen times. 

Using No. 6 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

** 1st row.—* Knit into front of second st. on left- 
hand needle, knit into front of first st. on left-hand 
needle and slip both sts. off needle together (this will 
now be termed "Twist" throughout), K.l, repeat from 
* to end of row. 

2nd row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row.—* K.l, "Twist," repeat from * to end of row. 
4th row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. ** 

Repeat from ** to twelve [B—thirteen] [C—four¬ 
teen] times. 

In next row, cast off 3 sts., work 28 [B—31 ] [C—34] 
sts. in pattern, K.2 tog., turn, leave remaining sts. on 
Stitch Holder. 

Continue in pattern on these 29 [B—32] [C—35] 
sts., decreasing once at armhole edge in every alternate 
row six [B—seven] [C—eight] times, whilst at same 
time decreasing once at neck-edge in every 4th row 
three [B—three] [C—four] times (20 [B—22] 
[C—23] sts.). 


Continue in pattern, decreasing once at end of needle 
in every 4th row [B—2nd and every following 4th row] 
until 14 [B—16] [C—18] sts. remain. 

[B] Work 4 rows in pattern without shaping. 

[C] Work 8 rows in pattern without shaping. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row.—Work in pattern to last 5 [B—5] [C—6] 
sts., turn. 

2nd row.—Work in pattern to end of row. 

3rd row.—Work in pattern to last 10 [B—10] 
[C—12] sts., turn. 

4th row.—Like 2nd row. Cast off. 

Join in wool at centre Front, and work on remaining 
sts. to correspond with other side. 

THE BACK.—Work exactly as given for Front to 
underarm. 

Cast off 3 sts. at beginning of each of next 2 rows, 
then decrease once at each end of needle in next and 
every alternate row until 48 [B— 52] CG—56] sts. 
remain. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until armholes 
measure same as Front armholes. 

Shape for shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Work in pattern to last 5 [B—5] 
[C—6] sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows.—Work in pattern to last 10 [B—10] 
[C—12] sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows.—Work in pattern to last 14 [B—16] 
[C—18] sts., turn. 

7th row.—Work in pattern to end of row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES.—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 30 
[B—36] [C—42] stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row sixteen times. 

[A] In next row, K.2, * increase once in next st. 
(K.l, P.l) twice, increase once in next st. (P.1, K.l ) 
twice, repeat from * to last 8 sts., increase once in 
next st. (K.l, P.l) twice, increase once in next st., 
P.l, K.l (36 sts.). 

[B] In next row, K.l, * (K.l, P.l) twice, K.l, increase 
once in next st., repeat from * to last 5 sts. (K.l, 
P.l ) twice, increase once in last st. (42 sts.). 

[C] In next row, * work 6 sts. in rib, increase once in 
next st., work 6 sts. in rib, increase once in next st., 
repeat from * to end of row d48 sts.) . 

Using No. 6 Needles, work in pattern, as given from 
** to ** for Front, increasing once at each end of 
needle in 9th and every following 8th [B—10th] 
[C—10th] row, until there are 50 LB—56] [C 62] 
sts. on needle. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until work measures 
14 [B—15-1-] [C—16-2-] ins. (or length desired) from 
commencement.

In next row, work 12 [B —13] [C —14] sts. in rib, 
increase once in next st., * work 10 [B— 1 1] [C —12] 
sts. in rib, increase once in next st., repeat from * 
to last 13 [B —14] [C —15] sts., work 12 [B —13] 
[C—14] sts. in rib, increase once in last st. (100 
[B— 108] [C— 116] sts.). 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

** 1st row. —* K.2, P.2, repeat from * to last 4 sts., 
K.2, P.1, K.l. 

2nd row. —Like 1st row. 

3rd row. —K.l, * P.2, K.2, repeat from * to last 3 sts., 
P.2, K.l. 

4th row. —K.3, * P.2, K.2, repeat from * to last st., 
K.l. 

5th r0W _K.l, P.1, K.2, * P.2, K.2, repeat from * 
to end of row. 

6th row. —Like 5th row. 

7th row. —Like 4th row. 

8th row. —Like 3rd row. ** 

Repeat from ** to ** until work measures 111- [B —

15 tB —17] [C —19] ins. (for Pullover with Polo neck 
—16 [B —18] [C —20] ins.) from commencement. 
In next row, work 34 [B —36] [C —38] sts. in pattern, 
cast off 16 [B —18] [C —20] sts., work in pattern to 
end of row. 


Continue on last 34 [B—36] [C—38] sts., decreasing 
once at neck-edge in every alternate row until 28 

[B—30] [C—32] sts. remain. 

Continue without shaping until work measures 17 J 
[B—19i] [C—21-£] ins. from commencement. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row. —Work in pattern to last 6 [B—6] [C—7) 
sts., turn. 

2nd and 4th rows. —Work in pattern to end of row. 

3rd row. —Work in pattern to last 12 [B—12] 

[C—14] sts., turn. 

5th row. —Work in pattern to last 20 [B—21 ] 

[C—23] sts., turn. 

6th row. —Like 2nd row. Cast off. 

Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts 
to correspond with other side. 

THE BACK.—Work exactly as given for Front until 
armhole shapings have been completed (84 [B—90] 

[C—96] sts.). 

Continue without shaping until armholes measure same 
as Front armholes. 

Shape for shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows. —Work in pattern to last 6 [B—6] 
[C—7] sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows. —Work in pattern to last 12 [B—12] 
[C—14] sts., turn. 

5th and 6th rows. —Work in pattern to last 20 [B—21 ] 
[C—23] sts., turn. 

7th and 8th rows. —Work in pattern to last 28 [B—30J 
[C—32] sts., turn. 

9th row. —Work in pattern to end of row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES.—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 56 
[B—60] [C—64] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row twenty-nine [B—thirty-three] [C— 
thirty-seven] times. 

Using No. 9 Needles, and keeping continuity of pattern 
as given from ** to ** for Front, increase once at 
each end of needle in 9th and every following 8th row 
until there are 82 [B—86] [C—92] sts. on needle. 
Continue without shaping until work measures 17^ 
[B—18-ir] [C—19-]f] ins. (or length desired) from 
commencement, ending with wrong side facing. 
Decrease once at each end of needle in next and every 
alternate row until 66 [B—68] [C—70] sts. remain, 
then in every row until 32 [B—34] [C—36] sts. 
remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE NECK BAND.—Sew up right shoulder seam. 
With right side of work facing, and using No. 12 
Needles, knit up 112 [B—118] [C—124] stitches 
evenly round neck. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row nine times. Cast off in rib. 

THE POLO NECK.—Sew up right shoulder seam. 

With right side of work facing, and using No. 12 
Needles, knit up 100 [B—106] [C—112] stitches 
evenly round neck. 

1 st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row fifty-three times. Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP PULLOVER.—With a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up side, left shoulder 
and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing seam to seam.

Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

** 1st row.—* K.l, P.3, slip next 4 sts. on to a spare 
needle and hold at back of work, K.l, slip first 3 sts. 
back on to left-hand needle and hold remaining st. at 
front of work, P.3, knit st. from spare needle (working 
of these 5 sts. will now be termed "Twist" throughout), 
P.3, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row.— K.4, * P.1, K.3, repeat from * to last st., 
K.l. 

3rd row.— * K.l, P.3, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 
Repeat 2nd and 3rd rows three times, then 2nd row 
once' 

Repeat from ** to ** five [B—six] times. 

Cast off 7 [B—8] sts. at beginning of each of next 
2 rows, then decrease once at each end of needle in 

next row. _ __ ^ . 

In next row, work 34 [B—39] sts. in pattern, turn, 
leave remaining sts. on stitch holder. 

Continue on these 34 [B—39] sts., decreasing once 
at end of needle in next and every alternate row three 
times, whilst at same time decreasing once at neck- 
edge in next and every following 3rd row twice (27 
(B—32] sts.). 

Continue decreasing once at neck-edge only in every 
3rd row until 19 [B—24] sts. remain. 

Work 7 [B—13] rows without shaping. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row.—Work in pattern to last 6 [B—8] sts., turn. 
2nd row.—Work in pattern to end of row. 

3rd row.—Work in pattern to last 12 [B—16] sts., 
turn. 


4th row.—Like 2nd row. Cast off. 

Join in wool at neck edge, K.2 tog., then work on 
remaining sts. to correspond with other side.

Decrease once at each end of needle in next and every 
alternate row until 29 [B —28] [C —31] sts. remain. 
Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE COLLAR.— Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 113 
[B— 117] [C— 121] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to last st., 
K.l. 

2nd row. —* K.l, P.1, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 
** 3rd row. —K.2, K.2 tog., * P.1, K.l, repeat from 
* to last 5 sts., P.1, K.2 tog., K.2. 

4th row. —K. 1, P.1, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to last 
3 sts., P.2, K.l. 

5th row. —K.2, P.2 tog., * K.l, P.1, repeat from * to 
last 5 sts., K.l, P.2 tog., K.2. 

6th row. —* K.l, P.1, repeat from * to last st., K.l. ** 
Repeat from ** to ** five times. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP LUMBER JACKET.— With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up side, 
shoulder and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing 
seam to seam. Sew collar in position, beginning and 
ending at front edges. Sew pocket lining in position 
on wrong side. Sew on buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes. 


SOME IMPORTANT INFORMATION 

WOOLS 

Avoid disappointment — buy the wool recommended. Buy wisely — buy enough — the same blend cannot be 

repeated. 

TENSION is the number of stitches in width to measure one inch. On this depends the success of the finished 
article. If the tension is not obtainable on The needles recommended, use a size finer or coarser, as required.

THE LEFT FRONT. — Using No. 1 1 Needles, cast on 
44 [B —48] [C —52] stitches. 

1st row.—* K.l, P.1, repeat from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 
Repeat 1st row three times. 

** 5th row. —* K.l, P.1, repeat from * to last 6 sts., 
K.l, wl.fwd., K.2 tog., P.1, K.2. 

Repeat 1st row nine times. ** 

Repeat from ** to ** once, then 5th row once. 

26th row. — (K.l, P.l) five times, K.l, * increase once 
in next st. purlways, K.l, P.l, K.l, repeat from * to 
last st., K.l (52 [B— 57] [C— 62] sts.). 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row. —K.l, * K.4, P.l, repeat from * to last 11 
sts., K.4, (P.l, K.l) three times, K.l. 

2nd row. — (K.l, P.l) four times, purl to last st., K.l. 
Repeat 1st and 2nd rows thirty-two [B —thirty-seven] 
[C —forty] times, making a buttonhole as before in 
17th [B —17th] [C —15th] row and every following 
20th [B —20th] [C —18th] row twice [B —twice] 
[C —three] times. 

Cast off 4 sts. at beginning of next row. 

Decrease once at beginning of needle in 2nd and every 


row twice, then in everv alternate row five times, whilst 
at same time making a buttonhole as before in 12th

In next row, (K.l, P.l) three times, P.12 [B—P.15]

THE POCKET.—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 17 
[B—19] [C—21] stitches. 

1st row. —K.3, * P.l, K.4, repeat from * to last 4 
[B—6] [C—3] sts., P.l, K.3 [B—K.5] [C—K.2]. 
2nd row. —K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows thirteen [B—fourteen] [C— 
fifteen] times. 

Commencing again on sts. of Front, work across row, 
working across pocket sts. in place of cast off sts. 

Work 16 [B—26] [C—26] rows without shaping, 
making a buttonhole as before in 16th [B—6th and 
following 20th] [C—8th and following 18th] row. 
Cast off 12 [B—13] [C—14] sts. at beginning of 
next row. 

[A] . Decrease once at neck edge in every row three 
times, then in every alternate row four times (21 sts.). 

[B] and [C]. Decrease once at neck edge in every 
alternate row seven times ( [B—25] [C—29] sts.). 
Work 4 [B—5] [C—7] rows in pattern without 
shaping. 

Shape for shoulder as follows:— 

1st row. —Work in pattern to last 7 [B—8] [C—9] 
sts., turn. 

2nd and 4th rows. —Work in pattern to end of row. 
3rd row. —Work in pattern to last 14 [B—161 
[C—18] sts., turn. 

5th row. —Like 2nd row. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT.—Work to correspond with Left 
Front, working Border and shapings at opposite ends 
of needle, omitting buttonholes and pocket. 

THE BACK.—Using No. 1 1 Needles, cast on 76 
[B—84] [C—92] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.l, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row twenty-four times. 

26th row. —K.2 [B—K.2] [C—Increase once in first 
st., (K.l, P.l) twice, increase ance in next st., (P.l, 
K.l) twice], * increase once in next st. purlways, 
(K.l, P.l) twice, increase once in next st., (P.l, K.l) 
twice, repeat from * to last 4 [B—-2] [C—2] sts.,
